But  the  evil  ean 
te  «!tronf;!v  mitigated  both  bv  the  resistanee  of  the  organizwl  workers  and  by  the 
intervention  of  the  State.  Bv  this  means  the  health  of  the  workers  may  be 
protected  and  their  familv  life  m.xintained,  and  they  can  w-cure  the  opportunity 
of  attaining  the  e<iuc.i,t ion' needed  to  enalile  them  to  fulfill  their  duties  as  citizena 
in  the  modern  deniooracv. 

"The  limits,  which  capitalism  has  reache.l,  are  very  different  in  the  v.irious 
countries.  One  of  the  dangers  here  involved  is  tliat  industry  and  labor  of  the 
more  progressive  countries  are  injured  by  a  system  of  sweated  labor  in  the  more 
backwanl  countries.  The  nee<l  to  establish  .on  international  standard  of  labor 
legislation  has  been  rcndere<l  doubly  urgejit  by  the  terrible  upheaval  and 
fearful  devastation  of  the  life-forces  of  the  peo7)le  brought  about  by  the  war. 
The  foundations  of  a  League  of  Nations,  however,  will  make  it  possible  to  satisfy 

this  need.  . 

"The  Berne  Conference  having  taken  into  consideration  the  resolutions 
a<lopt€d  by  the  International  Tra*lo  Union  Coufeven.e  of  l^eds  ami  Berne,  aJid 
■R-ithout  prejudice  to  aiiv  more  far-reaching  resolutions  whi.-h  may  be  adopted  by 
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tra'lo  luiiiiii.-i,  .IcihuimU  that  tho  l'i)llou;n;;  iiiininr.iin  r.^ijuiri'iiu-ut-s,  \\!:..'li  ari? 
aJreaiiv  carriexl  out  in  part  in  soirn'  coiiiitrii's,  shall  Ix.'  oonvi^rtod  into  a  iJe  of 
infornatioiKil   law   Ijy  the  I.t'a;:u('  of  Xatioiis  on   the  conclusion  of   peace.
